The Pruaaian army imdnt^ned their 
poaition, with thfir uaual gfUantry and 
perseverance, against a greait diaparity 
of numbers} aa the .4thcorpa of their 
army under Gen. Bulow bad Mt jomed, 
and I waa not able to aaaiat then» aa 
wished,* as I was attacked myself, and 
the troops, the cavalry in particular, 
which bad a long dtstance to nwr^, bad 
not arrived. 


We maintained our poailkm alee» apd 
completely defeated and repulsed all the 
ononiy'a aaempu to get poeaestion of.it^ 
The enemr reMatedly attacked ua witb 
a large botfy of infantry and cavalry, aup- 
ported by a numerous and powarful ar- 
tillery i he made aererai chargea with 
the cavalry upoii our inCiiitry, but all 
were repulsed In tte ateadteat oianner. 
Intbie affuir hia Royal Highnete the 
Prince of Orange, the Duke of Bruna- 
wick, and LtOen. SIrT. Picton, and 
Major-Gen. Sir Jamea Kempt, aod Sir 
Dennia Pack, who were engaged from 
tbe commencement .of the onemy's at- 
uck, highly distinguished themsdvea, 
as well aa Lt. Gep. Cbarlea Barron Al- 
ien, Maj. Gen. Sir C. Ualket, Lt.Gen. 
Cook, aod Major-Gene. Maitland and 
Byng, aa they succee^ply arrived. The 
troopa of the Stbdivhiio, and those of 
the Brunswick corps, wero long and ae- 
verely engaged, and conducted them* 
.selvee with the ntmost galhuitry. 1 must 
particularly mention tbe 38th, 43d, 7ltb, 
and 93d reggente, aod the battalion ol 
Hanoverians. 


Our loas wee greet, as your Lordship 
will perceive by tho inclosed return ; 
and 1 bave particularly to regret hi« Se- 
rene Highness the Duke of BrunswicV, 
who fell fightiog galknily ai the head of 
bit troopt. 


Although Marshal Blucher had main 
taincd bis position at Sambre, he still 
found himaelf much weakened by tbe 
severity of the coOteit in which he was 
euj^agcd, and aa tbe fourth corps had uoi
